The organ of thu Opposition haa been 
coinpelletl, very ungraciously it ia true, 
to pay tlio present (ioverr.ment a very 
liigh ooniplinieiit in its remarka cm the 
visit of Mr. W. \V. Ogilvie to tlio pro- 
vince.

This ia lii{,'li praise from an opponent. 
In a country like tliia ilie (lovernnieut 
could not poaaibly choose a more useful 
" fad," or one calculated to benefit the 
at^icultural population than bridges. 
It aeems indeed a " wise forethought " 
which impelled the Government to 
build bridges promptly wherever they 
found such structures necessary. Ot 
course bridges ini])liea rouds, and as 
there are no municipal bodies in the 
province to look after the roads and 
bridges tho Governineut tlntt discharges 
that duty with " wiae forctliouglit " 
performs for its iiilmbitauta a service of 
incalculable value. When our contem- 
porary praised " Honeat Jolui " 
80 highly for his " wise fore- 
thought " in providing bridges and, in 
constructing roads for the nettlers, it 
showed its injustice or its aliallowneas 
in insinuating that he does nut "facili- 
tate" agriculture.

The judge who tried 
the case approved of the verdict, but a 
very large pi upoii ion of the coiimiiinity 
ill which lli(^ ei inc! wa.i CDininitted did 
not. There are many who beliovo that 
ho did not commit, t.^^e crime, and 
there aro many who are of opinion that 
be was not at tho time it wa.s 
conimitlod insane. .Some who believe 
that he did ndteomiiiit the crime aro of 
opinion that he is insane, and olhera 
who aro ready to swear that ho ia as 
madjos a March hare are loud in their 
declarations that there m'os not suiSciont 
evidence to prove that he had' Bnythinjr 
to do with sending the ' poisoned "can- , 
dies.
